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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-31 have been allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1-17, patentability resides, at least in part, in the combination of: a 
system for dividing a single flow into at least two secondary flows of desired ratios, 
including an inlet with the single flow, at lest two lines connected to the inlet, an input 
device receiving at least one desired ratio of flow, a in-situ process monitor providing 
measurements of product produced by the each of the flows, a controller connected to 
the input device and the in-situ monitor, wherein the controller receives the desired ratio 
of flows and the product measurements from the in-situ monitor and calculated a 
corrected ratio of flow based upon the desired ratio of floe and the product 
measurements, in further combination with the other limitations of base claim 1 . 

As to claims 18-3, the patentability resides in a method for dividing a single flow 
into at least two flows of desired ratio of a system of claims 1-17.
